II. 


Deſcribing the Nforth Coaſt of England, betwixt Bornham 
and Flamborough-Head, 


O fail to Boſton Deep, within Boſton- Knock. 
Firſt, You muſt keep the ſounding of the 
Shore in four or five tathom, till the Point of 
Leger-Nef bear N, N. W. from you: Be- 
tween the Shore and the Kzock, in the middle of the 
Chanel, is five fathom, but falls dry at low-water. 
When Leger-Neff bears W, N. W. from you, then 
ſteer S, W. through berween the Kzock and the ſhoal, 
( which ſhooterh off from the Shore to the Weſtward 
of Leger-Nefs) until you get again the depth of fix 
or ſeven fathom (in this Paſſage there is but two fa- 
thom at low-water ; it floweth there five fathom up 
and down), Being over ir, ſail alongſt S. W. be- 
tween the Long-ſand and the Shoal; which lieth off 
from the Shore. It is betwcen nine and ten fathom 
deep, you may ſound on þoth fides ( aſwell the ſhoal 
that lieth off from the Land, as the Long-ſand ) in 
five fathom, but the Flats are ſomewhat ſteeper than 
the Long-ſand. : 

.To ſail without Boſton- Knock into Boſton- Deep, com- 
ing (as aforeſaid) to the Weſt-Land, you mult look 
out for the Steeples of Ingolid-Mills, ftanding ſome- 
what to the Northward of Leger-Nef,, bring them one 
in the other, and then they ſhall bear about N. N. W. 
from you : keep thenr ſo, and ſail $.S, E:. until the 
Trees on a Point by Leger- Neff come without the 
Point of the Neff, and then you may run through be- 
tween Boſton- Knock, when the atorcſaud Trecs come 
a Handſpikes length to the Eaſtward of the Point of 
Leger- Neſs, then ſail S. W. and you way run right in-

When they 
bear N. W. from you, and the foreſaid Trees with- 
out the Point, then are you alſo within the Point of 
the Long ſand, ſail then S. W. between Boſton Knock 
and Long-ſand, as aforeſaid, 

A little paſt Leger-Nef, lieth a Shoal, or Flat, a- 
bout the middle ot the Chanel, yet ſomewhat neareſt 
the Long-ſand, when the Trees upon the Point to the 
Southward of Winflect, come into the ſecond Valley 
of the high Land within Wizflect, then are you right 
thwart of this Shoal, edge therefore to one fide or 
other, ( rather towards the Shoal it is wideſt) keep 
boldly the ſounding of the Shoal,” and run S. W. a- 
longſt by it ill the Steeple of Boſton come over the Stce- 
ple of Butterwyke ( which is alſo a flat Steeple, but 
ſmaller than that of Boſton) ſtanding in a Wood; 
thwarc of it lieth a (hoal ſomewhat without the Point, 
being paſt thar, ſail W. S; W. along(t the aforeſaid 


| Shoal, till the great Steeple of Boſton come over the 
ſecond Mill ; there is good Anchoring by the Weſt- 
(hore, in five fathom at low-water. 1t you come at: 
low-water, you muſt Anchor and ſtay for your Tide, 
till half-Flood, for till then you cannot ſail further 
up, and you will not ( on the ſhoaleſt place) find a- 
bove two fathom, and ſo the Chanel licth in alongt 
the Beacons about South to the third Beacon ; being

The Buoy of the' Spell, lieth on the'South-fide of the $yety 
Chanel, a lirtle ro the Eaſtward of the Buoy of the 
Wool Pack ; betwixt theſe two Buoys, the Chanel is 4 
Cables length and a half broad, and but nine foot 
d-ep at low-water. REY 
The Buoy of the Searn, is the Eaſtermoſt Buoy that gear: 
licts on the North-fide of the Chanel, the Steeple of 
the Reexlvers bearing trom the ſaid Buoy S. by W. then 
nayve_you a Wind-Mlill a little open of the Chanel of 
Reculvers Church, 

The Courſe upward from this Buoy, through the 
Marrow, is W. NN. W. and downward E.S. E. 

The longſt Mark on the Shore, is to bring Birching- 
ton Church right over a Gaul, -or black Hole; in the 
Weſtern part of the Ghf-end. 

On the North-fide of the Chanel, a little below the 
Buoy of the Searn, ſhooteth out a ſhoal from Margrer- 
>and 5, E.-called the Hook ; it runneth ſo far to the 1,4. 
Southward, that it maketh-the Chanel very narrow. 

The thwart Mark for this Sand, is to bring Birch- 
ington Steeple into a great Dauk, or Valley, in a Cliff, 
then the Steeple will bear from you S. E, half South ; 
the longſt Mark is,. to bring St. Perer's Church to bear 
with the Weſt-end of the Cliff. 

. A little below the Recutvers Church, lieth a ſhoal, 
called the Horſe,on which it is very ſhoal at low-water. Hoe: 

The Mark to avoid it, is, to keep St. Peter's Stee-

ſix foot at low-water. The Buoy of the Red- Sand, 
bears from the Buoy of the Oaze-Edye Eaſt, half Nor- 
therly, four miles diſtant. 

If the Weather be clear, you have a goad longſt 
Mark, that will dire&ly lead you between the Oaze- 
Edge, and the Red Saxd, (viz.) You will ſee a Tree 
with 2 round head on the Iſland Graze, keep that Tree 
in the Valley between the little Hills chat are upon the 
high Land, next to the Weſtermoſt end of the Ifland 
Grane, and this Mark ſo kept, will lead you down. 

The Eaſtermoſt part of the Red-Sand, lieth out 
with two Tongues, on the Northermoſt of which the 
Buoy is plac'd. 

The Marks of the Buoy of the Red-Sand from the 
Land, are theſe: Bring the Lands-end of Sheppey 
S. W. and St. Nicholas Wood in the Gore, open of the

From the Buoy of the Red-Sand, to the Buoys of the 
Spcll, and IWool-Pack, the Courſe is N, W. by W.

Between the Hook of Margret-Sand, and the Buoy of 
the Searn, is a good Road for Ships to Ride in, called 
| the Gore ; which is uſeful for Ships, when they have Gor. 
not Wind and Weather to carty them over the Flats. 

The Marks for the beſt Riding, is to bring a Mill (in Mas 
the midſt of a Wood near the Sea-fide ) and St. Peter's | ng 
Church ( in the midſt of Weſtgate Bay ) together. 

There is alſo a ſhoal, called the Mzddle-Greund, at midde- 
the Clif-end, which licth a.little below the Hook, near 19%: 
the Shore on the South-ſide, on which there is but tour- 
teen foot.at low-water, and on each fide thereof four 
tathom, being a ſmall narrow Ridg, and lieth E.N.E, 
and W.S. W. in length three quarters of a mile. 

The Marks to keep you clear, is to bring St. Peter's 
Church over the Eaſt-fide of IVeſtgate Bay, or to bring 
the nethermoſt Tree ( on the next high Land co the 
Weſtward of the Recufvers ) a little open to the South- 
ward of the Reculvers. 

This is allo a good Mark for the Hook downwards, 
or from Margret-Sand upwards. Margret-Sand lieth aager.
